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'Academic Freedom, 
An Open Sfory 


• TWO WEEKS AGO today a very serious question was raised 
by the press of this city In regard to a statement made by the 
president of our University. With a poll of a cross-section of 
the faculty and student leaders we have attempted to find 
the answer to the question — Is there academic fr^om at the 
University? 

First, it Is necessary to de- 
fine academic freedom. This 
we believe to be the freedom 
to oxplore thoroughly every side 
of t given subject, to analyze that 
subject, and then, to present the 
knowledge derived from such ex* 
ploration and analysis to stu- 
dents of the subject, always leav- 
ing the student free to study 
further and daraw his own conclu- 
.sions. Like all freedoms, however, 
this freedom carries with it a 
r^ponsibiiity. the responsibility of. 
being thorough, accurate and un- 
biased. With this in mind, we 
have asked the faculty of the Uni- 
versity if they feel that there is 
academic freedwn here. The an- 
swers speak for themselves. 

Professor A: I know of no case 
where President Marvin has not * 
given a faculty member his 100% 
backing tin the matter ol aca- 
demic freedomi. I know of no case 
where anybody has been ques- 
tioned about his religious beliefs. 

Professor B: Academic freedom 
definitely exists here. There’s no 
question of it. Never has anyone 
been questioned concerning their 
beliefs. It's unheard of. 

Professor C: I have know many 
academic institutions from the in-> 
side and outside and this institu- 
tion has as much or more aca- 
demic freedom than any. So far 
as I am aware no man has ever 
been asked to state Ms beliet or 
lack of belief precedent to being 
hired. 

Professor D: What Dr. Mar\in 
said really ^doesn't interfere with 
academic freedom— p e r h ap s a 
little infringement of personal, 
freedom 

Professor E: The amount of 
academic freedom is ' one of the 
strongwt points at the Univerjpty. 

To my knowledge, he f President 
Marvin) has never mentioned the 
subject of religion In an interview 
with a Job applicant. 

Profeasor F; Yes. there is aca- 
demic freedom at the University. 

I know of no one who has been 
’'fired” because of his religious 
beliefs or for a lack of them. 

Professor G: Yes, I believe there 
is academic freedom— jS long as 
I have been teaching here 1 have 
never been questioned about my 
teaching. 

Professor H: Definitely. I know 
in my department at the Univer- 
sity, I have neiTer known anyone 
to comment on our lectures. 

Professor I: This institution has 
considerable academic freedom. 

This is one of the leading insUtu- 
tions In regard to academic free- 
dom. 1 have never been asked 
about my religious affiliation. The 
matter of reU^ous affiliation has 
never been a deciding factor for 
hiring a man in the School of 
in the 20 years I have been here. 

Professor J: I have known com- 
plete academic freedom in the KK 
years I have been here. No ques- 
tioning at George Washington by 
any member of the administration. 

I know of nobody who has been 
asked about religious affiliations. 

We have also talked to some 
student leadert. Men and women 
who have been with us In our 


classrooms for two end three 
years. Again, the answers speak 
tor themselves. 

Student A; Yea there is aca- 
demic freedom, for instance the 
freedom with which professors 
esn discuss objectively the pros 
and cons of the world's political 
ideologies. 

' Student B: Pretty generally 
there is academic freedom. The 
teachers do not seem dogmatic 
but liberal. 

Student C: Yes, I believe there 
is academic freedom. The student 
is allowed to chooae his own 
curriculum^ The Instructors at this 
University are free to teach what 
they choose. 

Here you have the answers of 
the faculty and students— answers 
from both sides of the podium on 
the basic issue. We would also 
like to comment that it is only 
in an institution where there is 
academic freedom that professors 
can Joke in class about the ques- 
tion under debate. It is only such 
ail institution that can produce 
the number of civic and national 
leaders that this University has 
produced and will continue to 
produce. 

We do not believe that a pro- 
fessor would be forced to leave 
the University only because of dis- 
belief in a greater force which 
controls and directs the world 
about him. We know, from our 
poll of the faculty, that po person 
has ever been asked to btate his 
religious beliefs or lack of beliefs 
'kt any time before or after being 
employed. We also know that one 
has been released (not fired) at 
own request from his contract. 
.Lack of belief may have been^the 
reason he requested to leave the 
University but he was released 
because he no longer felt lible to 
teach. 

We believe that a professor 
should leave when his own per- 
sonal prejudices, biases or beliefs 
warp his presentation' of his sub- 
ject to a class. This constitutes a 
basic violation of academic free- 
dom as we have defined it. 

Yes. we believe there is aca- 
demic freedom at our University. 
We know there is an academic 
freedom which^is the life blood of 
our institution and we defy any 
person to find a way in which this 
freedom has been challanged in 
the past 30 years.' _

. G. W, meet Texas Western, the Border Conference 
champion with a conference 
record of 6-0 and an overall 
mark of' 9-1. While the Buff 
are making their debut in a 
bowi game, the Miners are ap- 
pdftring .in the Suq Bowl foi* the 
fifth time, having a record of three 
wins and two losses. In their last 
OOtlng. 1955, they swamped a good 
Vlorida State team, 40-14. 

Both G. W. and T. W. finished 
In the national rankings. The 
Colonials completed their best 
MUon since 1936 with a 7-1-1 


Maynard is rated 
the finest pass receiver and best 
defensive back in the school’s his- 
tory. The other half, Beavers, is 
the team's leading ground gainer.

Against Flori^ State, in the 1955 
Sun Bowl game, Forrest returned 
a kickoff for a touchdown. Hugh 
Hannan and Charlie Ward, 175 
fullback, can also fly with the ball.

Dr. Jarfnan Stresses 
Freedom to Question

• FREEDOM OF IfJ^UIRY in American democracy was the 
topic of Dr. Burnice H. Jacman, professor of education and 
dean of the' summer sessions, In the second of the Mortar 

Board Last Lecture series. - . _= 

Speaking last Wednesday night in Lisner lounge. Dean 
Jarman chose academic free- 
dom as the topic which he 
might use at his'last appear- 
ance before a class. \ 

Dr. Jarman emphasized the role 
of American, schools in a demo- 
cratic aociety. He said. “Schools 
have the social responsibility not 
only to prepare the child to live 
In a changing democracy, but also 
to improve upon his institutional 
Structures, " 

Dr. Jarman stressed the fact 
that we~ ate unquestionably in 
danger of losing acadendc free- 
dom Ip America. "No level In 
AHkrican education hu complete- 
ly escaped the threat of the cur- 
mUinent of academic freedoR)." 

In emphasizing tlie litferetice 
between the verbs "to teach’’ and 
"to Indoctrinate,” the professor 
said, "In teaching, on every level 
of Inatniction, we fail dismally to 
show our atudenfs that growth 
and progress takd. place by en- 
CMiraging new Ideas." ~ 

"To teach,” he said, "means to 
prtsent all aides <A the question 
to the learner and allow him to 


decide for pimseU the right con- 
clutrton.” Indoctrination, he con- 
tinued, is a 'totalitarian process 
whereby the learner has no chqica 
but to accept the teacher^ exiua- 
nation. 

Thomas Jefferson 
’itiomks Jefferton said, when he 
founded the University of Vir- 
ginia in 1819, that it would be 
based on “the illimitable freedom 
of the human mind, for here we 
are not afrpid to \foUow truth 
wherever It may lead, nor to tol- 
erate any error so long as reason 
is ieft to comblit it," ths dean 
quoted. , 

Dean Jarman concludeS,-“We In 
the twentieth century will enny 
the torch of- freedom both proudly 
and well."
